Imeon of Durham, the Antient Writer, tells us, 
That London was firſt encompaſſed with Walls by 


| "Conſtantine the Great, at the Requeſt of his Mother He- 
! - lena, about the year 399. or according to Stor, 306. 


Which Wall being of rough Stone and Brittiſh Brick, 
was in compaſs three miles, inclofing the Madel ofthe 


' City almoſt in the form of a Bow on the Land-ſfide« 


(except Denting in berwixt Crspp/egate and Alder/gate) 
but on the South-fide it was as theS:ring of a Bozw, 
furniſhed with Towers and Brulmwarks at due diſtances. 
The City is ofgreater length from Eaſt to Weſt, then 
from North to South: That part of the Wall which ſtood 
on the Thames fide,is by the continual flowingand waſh- 
ing of the River, fallen down and decayed ; yet there 
appeared ſome remains thereof in Henry the Second's 
time : F:itz-Stevess, whothen lived, ſays, London was 
ab Auftro-murata £5 Turrita, Walled and Towered 
on the South, but in Tract ofTime the River Thames 
deftroyed it. 

Mr. Stow in his Survey tells us, That the City being de- 
ftroyed by the Danes, Anno $39. was repaired by Al- 
fred King of the Weſt Saxons, Anno $86, after it had 
lain waſt 47 years. 

Anno 121%. the ſixth of King Fobn, the Barons entred 
the City by Aldgate, plundring the Fes, repaired the 
Walls with the Stones of their Houſes. A320 1257 Henry 
the Third cauſed the decayed Walls to be repaired at

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Befides the Towers on the Bridge, which haye ſuffered 
by the Accidents of Firez Antiquaries ſpeak of two Ca- 
ftles that were on the Peſ?-part of London, one the 
Caftle of Monfiquet, built by a Baron of that Name, 
that cameover with the Conqueror, but fincedemoliſh» 
ed, and the Blacz- Fryers riſen out of the Ruines of it. 


The ſecond is Baynard's Caſtle by Paul's Wharf, - 


built by one Baynard, who came hither likewiſe with the 
Conqueror, who being Ennobled, the Honour fucceed- 
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ed from Father to Son a long time, till it came to Ro- | 


bert FitZ-water, a brave and valiant Knight, who fall- 
ing into the diſpleaſure of King Fohn,was baniſhed, and 
the Caftle ruined ; but recovering his favour by a nota- 
ble Combat he perform'd in France againſt an Engliſh 
Knight (F:tZ-water being on the French fide) he was 
re-inveſted in his Poſſ:{lions, and ſo repaired the Caſtle 
again. 

He was made chief Bannerer (or Banner-bearer) of 
Lond ; what his Office was, and the Solemnity about 
it, is to beſeen in Szomes Survey of London, in the Chap= 
ter of Towers and Caſtles, When this Henour fell 
from the F:itZ-waters, or Baynard's Caſtle, is uncer- 
tain. Henry V IT. repaired this Caſtle, and Queen 
Mary was Proclaimed there. We read ofa Tower that 
ftood where Bridewell now Rtands, and a Royal Palace 
where our Kings kept their Courts, and Sum- 
mon'd Parliaments. A great part of this on the Fe/7- 
fide was given to the Bijhop of Salssbury, and thence is 
derived the Name of Salisbury-Courte. The Eaftern- 
part was waſte, till Her, $. built a ſtately Palace there, 
and call'd it Bridewell, where the Emperor Charles V. 
was moſt magnificently entertained, Anno 1522. 

There was a Tomwer call'd the Royal Tower in the Pariſh of 
St. Michael de Pater N:ſter,where King Stephen kept his 
Court, afterwards call'd, The Queens Fardrobe. There 
was another at Bucklersbury, called, Serns Tower, where 


King EdwardL[II, kept his Court, and his Exchange of 
' Money. 
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Birbican was likewiſe another Torver, where the City 


: Centinels were wont to Watch, but demoliſhed by King 
' Henry III. <Anno 1227. after he was reconciled to the

: (twice more than any City in Chriſtendom can ſhew;)the 
| Cathedral of which is dedicated to the Apoſtle St.Paul, 
{ andthe only Cathedral of that Name in Evrope, It was 


founded by X:helbert King of Kent, AnnoG610. (under 
whom Segbert a Saxon Reigned in this Tract of Ground) 
n a place where ſtood a Temple of Diana, and after- 
wards did endow it with Lands and Priviledges ; ſo did 
afterwards Athe/Ran, Edgar,and Edward the Confe flor, 
It was much enlarged by Erkenmwald, the Fourth Saxon 
Biſhop thereof : And being almoſt deftroyed by Fire, 
Anno 1083. Mauritius, another of its Biſhops, began 
the Foundation of this magnificent Pile, and went on 
about 2o years, but the Quire and Tower were not 
finiſhed till Anno 1221. As to other Caſualties, we 
refer you to the Chapter that Treats of Fzrez. 

 Asto its Dz1nenſjons,the levgth of it,according to Story, 
was 240 Taylors Yards, or 720 Foot ; the Breadth, 
130 Foot; the Heighth of the Steeple 520 Foot ; 
whereof the Stone Work was 260, and the Spire 26s 
Foot. 

The length of it, according to others, was 690Foot, 
that is, 20 Foot more than St. Peters at Rome. It ftood 
upon ſo much Greund, as contained above three Acres 
and an half, Upon the Spire of Timber was a Bowl of 
Copper Gilt 9 Foot and 1 Inch in compaſs, whereon 
ftood the Croſs 15 Foot and and an half high, and very 
REAT 
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near & Foot acroſs, made-of Oak, covered with Lead, 
and another Cover of Copper over the Lead. Above 


all, ſtood the-Eagle, or Cock of Copper Gilt, 4 Foot 
long, and the Breadthof the Wings 3 Foot and an half. 


Lt was built in Form of a Croſs, and in the midſt of 
the Croſs, upon mighty high Arches, was. the Tower 
buile. It was a very magnificent Structure for Beauty, 

. Dimenfions and Proportion, as Milliam of Malmsbury 

ſays, adding, That it ought to be numbred among the 
Number of the moſt excellent Edifices, the large Arched 
Vanlt, and the Church above it, being of ſuch a capa- 
city, that (faith he) it may ſeem ſufficient enough 'to- 
receive-any number of People. | 

The Cemetery, vr Church-yard, was. of a very great 
Dimenfion, for it reached North, as far as St. Nicho/as 
Market-places Weſt, almoft as far as Ludgate ; South, 
near to Baynards Caftle.I my ſelfin January 1680. ſaw 
in- the place where the: New Condurt at the upper end 
of Cheap-ſide was building, when they digged to lay the 
Foundation, feveral Coffizs and Bones, ſo that it exten= 

_ ded farther by far on that fide, and probably'on all 
fides,. than it does now. As to its Benefactors, and its 
being confimed by. the dreadful Conflagation in 1666, 
more ſhall be ſpoken under their proper Heads, | 

As-to its. Situation; it was built on the higheft part 
ofthe City, and ſo- more conſpicuous, perhaps, than 
any Cathedral in the World. King Charles II. in the

Of the (Churches in City and Suburbs we will give 
a brief Account, beginning with Weftminſter Abbey, 
and fo on with the reft Alphabetically. 

Weſtminſter Abby was founded by Sebert King of the 

; Eaſt Saxons, out of the Ruines of a Temple of Apollo 
# which ſtood there, and fell by an Earthquake in thetitne 
of the Roman Emperor Antonius Pits, about the year 
of our Lord 605, and had its Name from ite Situation, 
* as being Weſt from London, and its Minfter. It was de» 

dicated to St. Peter, and deftroyed in the furious Wars 
3 of the Dares, but Re-edified by Biſhop Dunftan,by the 

1 favor of King Edgar, who gave it fome few Monks. 

: Afﬀeerwards King Edward (called the Confeſſor/ built 
1 it anew, and richly endowed it ; but about 16a years 
iafter, King Henry LIL rebuilt it from the Ground, with 
{that rare Architecture naw feen. It was the work of 50 

years compleat, The King himſelf laid the firſt Stone, 
: and covered the Roof with Lead in the year 1220. The 
+ Abbots much inlarged it afterwares to the Weſtward. 

3 And King Henry VII. Anno 1502. beſtowed 14000 
7 Pounds in Bnilding that admirable Chappel (which Le- 
2 land calls the Wonder of the World ; ) for if we re- 
7 ſpeck the admirable and artificial Work without and 
4 within, Beauty, and Elegancy, it can ſcarce be paral- 

lel'd inthe World : And it is the judgment of the moſt 
* Exquifite Architects, that it comprehends whatſoever 
© 438 rare and delicate in that Noble Art. Here is to be

that chaunted unto the Lord, and with a twofoid Sup- 
pertance that it had on either fide to uphold and bear 
the Tofty tep of the Tower in the midſt, fimply ariſeth 
at firſt with a low and ftrong Arch; then mounteth it 
higher, with many winding Stairs, artificially aſcend- 
ing with a number of fteps; but afterwards, with a 
fihgle wall, itreachettrup to the Roof of Timber, well 
and ſurely covered with Lead. 

« But the new Work of King Henry III. far excels 
that for rare Workmanſhip, being ſupported with ſeve- 
ral Rows ct Marble Pillars in very curious Ocder, and 
the Roof covered with ſheets of Lead. 

When the Monks were driven from this Church, it 
had (r) A Dean and Prebendaries. (2) Afterwards 
one Biſhop (viz. T. Thurlby) who having waſted the 
Church. Patrimony,- was removed. (3) Queen Mary 
ſet the Monks and their Abbot in poſſefiion : But (4) 
They were by Queen Eli7aberch and the Parliament 
caft out, and it was converted to a Collegiate Church, - 
and a Dean placed therein with 12 Prebendaries, and 
as many old Soldiers paft Service. Petty Canons, 
and others of the Quire, to the number of 3o. And 
ten Officers belonging to the Collegiate Dyet. A 
School-maſter, and an Uſher. Forty Schollars, who 
are in their due time preferred to the Univerſities, they 
are called the Queens ( or Kings ) Scholars. Twelve 
Almſmen, with plentiful Maintenance for all. Twelve 
poor Scholars, befides Stewards, Receivers, Regiſters, 
Collectors, and other Officers; the Principal whereof 
is the High Steward of FP:tminſter, who is: uſually one 
of the Prime Nobility. The Dean is intruſted with the 
Cuſtody of the Regalia at the Coronation, honoured 
with a place of neceſſary fervice at all Coronations, and 
a Commiſſion of Peace within the City and Liberties' 
of Weſtminſter. The Dean and Chapter inveſted with 
all manner of Juriſdiction Eccleſiaſtical and Civil, not 


only in the City and Libertics of Weftminſter, But with- @ 
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| Inthe Precincts of St. Martins le grand, within the Walls 
] of London, and in ſome Towns of Eſſex, exempted in 
| the one from the Juriſdiction of the Biſhop of London, 
{and in the other from that of the Archbiſhop of Canzer= 
: bury. There is a fair publick Library free for all Stran- 
4gers to ſtudy both morning and afternoon always in 
} Term-time, William the Conqueror, and all our Kings

mas Greſham Knight, a Noble Merchant, and Agent te 
Queen Elizaberh,. by certain Aldermen-in the name of 
the whcle, for to build an-Exchange thereon for Mer- 
ch:nts to Aſſemble. --On the 7th ef: Fure he laid the 
fi: {t Stone in the Foundation, being accompanied with 
fome Aldermen, where every one of them laid a piece 
of Gold, which the Work-men took up ; the Work was 
advanced with ſuchExpedition that in November 1567, 
it- was finiſhed, and afterwards in the prelence.and by 
the ſpecial Command of the Qrcen, it was proclaimed 
by a Herald, and with found of T:n.npet named, The 
ROYA L EXCHANGE.

Thc Civil Law is moft-practiſed in London, .though 
Degrees therein are taken only in Oxfordand Cambridge, 
and the Theory there beft acquired.

The Chief Court isthat of the: Arches,fo called from 
the Arched Church of 'St. Mary-le-Bow, in Gheap-ſide, 
where this Court way wont tobe held, but now -in the 
Common-Hal at DoSors. Commons ; theFtxdge whereof, 
is called the Dean of the Arches, having 'Jucifd\Rion over 
a Deanry, conſiſting of thirteen Pariſhes within Lon- 
don, exempt from the Juriſdiction of the Biſhop © of 
London. Hither are directed all Appeals in Ecctefiafti- 
cal matters, within the Province of Canterbury; to 
this belong divers Advocates, all Doctors of the Crvrl 
Lato, two Regiſters and ten Proctors.

To.the ADMIRALTY belong ſeveral Courts, but 
this at Doors Commons is the Principal or Supreme, 
and it may not be improper in Treating of this Colledge, 
to give a brief account of it ; for the reft, the Reader 
is referred to the Preſent State of England. In this 
Couit, called the COURT of ADMIRALTY, he 
bath uſually a Lieutenant, called Judge of the Admi- 
ralty, who is commonly ſome Learned Doctor of the 
Civil Law.

The Eccleſiaſtical Government is by a Biſhop, and I 


have read that inthe Brittaims timeit was an Archb:-, 


fops See (of which ſee page 55. before) but removed 
in the Saxons time to Canterbury forthe ſake of Auſtin 
the Monk; who firſt prezched the Goſpel to the Hea- 
then Saxons, and lies buried there. To the Cathedral 
ofLondon belongs a Dean, a Chapter, , a- Treaſurer, 
and 30-Prebendaries. 

In the. ſeveral Pariſhes there are placed many lear- 
ned and eminent Divines; a Rector or Vicar for every 
Pariſh, who are reputed the moft excellent Preachers 
1m Chriſtendom, infomuch that divers Foreigners have 
come hither, on purpoſe to leira their way. 

There is in every Parifh a Vicarage, no Parſonage= 
Mouſe for theſe D:vines. ard their Families, with-good 
allowances for their Maintenance, of which and the 
Union of the Pariſhes, take the following account. 

By an A& of Parliament made in the 19.:Car. 2.

This Renowned City, in the time of the Romany war 
made a Prefetura, and the chief Magiſtrate, call'd a 
Prefe&, which continued above 3oo- years, In the 
time of the Saxons the Name was changed into a Pore- 
greeve, that is, Cuftos or Guardian, and. ſometimes 
Provoſt of London. Aﬀter the coming in of the Nor- 
mans, the chief Magiſtrate was called Bailivus, from 
the French word Bailer, tradere commit tere, that is 
Commſſarius, or one that hath Commiſſion to govern 
others, and there were ſumetimes two Bayl:ffs in Lon- 
don, till King Richard the Firft, in the year 1189, 
changed the Name of Bayl:ff into Mayor ,, which hath 
10 continued 494. years. | 0's: I 
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The firſt Lord Mayor was Henry Fiz-Alwmin Dra- | 
per, who continued in the Mayoralty from the firſt of 
Richard the Firſt, antil the 15:h of King Fohn, which 
was above 24 years. - In this place, before we come to 
treat more particularly ef this great and honourable Ma- 
2iſtrate, it may not be amiſs to give a Lift of all the

This Courrt preſerves the Laws, Rights, Franchiſes and

cient and Modern. ' © * | 

In the 23 of HF. VIII. 1532. At a General Muſter 
in London, were firſt taken the names of all Men with- 
- in this City and Liberties only (which reach not far 
from the Walls) fronv the Age gf 16 to 60. *Alſo the 
Number of all Harneſſes, and all forts of Weapons for 
War ; than they drew out of theſe, only ſuch able 
Men as had White Harneſs, and them all to appear in 
White Coates,” with Breeches, and White Caps and 
Feathers, and becauſe Notice was given, that the King 
himſelf would fee them Muſter, they all preparcd to 
appear as ſplendidly as they could ; and to that end, 
the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, R-corder, and Sheriffs, and 
all who had been Sher, had all white Harneſt, and 
over that Coats of black Velvit, with the Arms of the 
City Embroidered thereon,each one a great G31d Chain 
and Mounted ona goodly Horſe, with rich Tr2ppings ; 
on their Heads Velvit Caps, in their Hnis Ba'tle-Axes 
gilt ; Each _ and the Recorder had four Hal- 
berdiers in white Silk, or elſe Buff-Coats, waiting on 
them with gilt Halberds ; and the Lord Mayor had 
fixteen tall men, apparelled in White Sattin Donblets, 
Eaps and Feathers, Chains of Gold, and other Gorge- 
ous Attire, with long gilt Halberds following his Locrd- 
ſhip at a diſtance :- But next to him he had Four Foo'- 
men in White Sattin, ' then two Pages cloathed in 
Crimſon-Velvit, and Cloath of Gold, riding on Galant 
Horſes richly furniſht, one of- them carrying the Lord 
M<1yors Helmit, and the other his Pole-Ax, both richly 
gilt and adorn'd.

of Men in Arms was, isnot recorded, but it may be 

gueſſed at by what follows : They Muftered in Mzle- 

end-Fields, and before Nine of the Clock in.the Morn- 

ing began. to.

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Order down to Weſtminſter, where the King and Court 
ſtood to view them, paſſing by ; thence they Marched 
about St . Fames's-Park, ſo through Holborn up to Lead- 
en- Hall, and there Dizbanded immediately, and yet 
this was not done till five of the Clock in the Evening, 
which was Eight hours continual March.” *' + 

At King Charles the Second's Reſtauration, there 
were in London and the Eiberties, fix Regiments of 
Trained-Bands, and fix Regiments of Auxiliaries, and 
one Regiment of Horſe ; theſe thirteen Regiments, a- 
bout fix Weeks before his Majefties arrival ; Muftered 
in Hyde-Park;-bzing then drawn out for promoting and 
ſecuring his Majefties Return. Theſe twelve Regi- 
ments of Foot were 18090 Men compleat. Eight of 
theſe Regiments had ſeven Companies in each, and 
the other Four had fix Companies in each, in all Eighty 
Companies, The Regiment of Horſe of fix Troops, 
and 100in each Troop; this confiderable Army drawn 
together before the 20th of May, was Judged to be 
highly uſeful for facilitating that great Work. Some 
Months after the King ſent to the City a Commiſſion of 
Lieutenancy, appeinting ſeveral Pertons as his Liente= 
nants..in London, giving them the ſame power that the 
Lords Lieutenants have in their . reſpective Counties, 
and in purſuance of that Commiſſion, the Regiments. 
were new ſettled. There were fix Regiments of Trane 


Bands, commanded by fix Citizens, Knights, and their 


Lieutenant-Colonels were all Knights, and there were 
fix Regiments of Auxiliaries.” In all theſe twelve 
Regiments were 20000 Men; then were lifted two. 
Regiments of Horſe, each. conſfifting of five Troops, 
in all 800-Horſe ; theſe were all drawninto H:iae-Park, 
where His Majefty was pleas'd to take a view cf ther;

St. Famss's Park, and fo home through H!born. This 
was for the Midſummer Watch, which cuſtom was dif- 
continued fill 1543. 2 E. 6. and then revived with an 
Addition. of above 300.Demi-Lances and Light Horle- 
men, prepared by. the City, for Scozland, for the Relief 
of the Town ef Haddington, kept by. the Enzi:fh.

Leader of a Rude, Numerous, and Rebellious Rabble, 
bur preferr'd his Duty to his King and Countrey, and 
the Generoſity of reſcuing an abufed Gentleman, even 
before life. I inſerr this, as a Remark due to this 
brave and memorable Action , which deſerves never 
to be forgotten. 

The Mayor immediately rides up to Hat, and Ar- 
reſts him 'with ſuch a ſalutation of his Mace on his 
head, that he tumbles him down, and then he was by 
ſome of the King's Servants ( ſome ſay, by John Ca- 
vendiſh Eſq;) run through in ſeveral places, many 
perſons encompalling him, fo as that he conld-nor be 
ſeen by his P/ebean Army, and then caus'd his dead 
Body to be drawn into St. Bartholomew's Hoſpital. 
Bur the Commons perceiving it, they cry'd, Their 
Captain. was ſlain, and animated each orher to re- 
venge : Upon which the King, though not above 
15 years of Age, was fo Courageous as to ride up ro 
them, telling them, That now their Leader was dead, 
he would be their Leader himſelf; and if they would. 
Follow him into the Fields, they ſhould have whatſoever 
they deſired. : 

In the mean time the Lord Mayor, Walmworth, with - 
one Servant, Rides ſpeedily. into the City, and-raifed 
One thouſand armed Men, where meeting Sir Robert 
Knolls, a Citizen,..by accident, got him $0 be their 
| Leader, 
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Leader, who coming into the Field where the Rebels 
were, ſo daunted them, that throwing down their 
weapons, they cry d for Mercy : ſo thar it was a won- 
derfull. thing to ſee how fuddenly Fear overtook Pre- 
ſumprijon, and how quickly terms of the moſt ſervile 
Submitſion, ſucceeded their inſolent Brags, viz. That 
they had the King's life in their power, &c. and what 
elſe they would do. | 
On the other ſide 'twas as ftrange, ro ſee how 
quickly Boldneſs ſurprized Fear in thoſe ahour the 
King ; for a little before, rhey trembled ar the tighr 
of rhe Rebels,' but now they are mad ro be ar them , 
which the King would not ſuffer, but commanded 
the Charter they had demanded, to be ſealed, and 
delivered.to. them, becauſe theſe Commotions might 
have the ſpeedier End, for-the Commons, in other 
places, were not yet quiet, and the King rhought ir 
more prudent rather to pacifie, than provoke them. 
The: Rabble being diſperſed, the King called for the 
Mayor, and Knighted him in the Field , as alſo five 
Aldermen his Brethren, viz. Nicho!as Brember, John 
Philpor, Robert Lawnd, John Standiſh, Nicholas Twy- 


Ford, and Adam Francs. Some afficm, that the Dag- 


ger was added to the City-Arms for rhis Reaſon , but 
Antiquaries make our, that this Coar, with the Sword 
of St. Paul ( not a Dagger ) belonged to the Ciry long 
before rhis hapned. | 


The Mayor of London, after this, fate in Judgment | 


upon Offenders, where many were found Guilty, and 
were Executed ; amonglt others, Fack Straw, John 
Kirby, Alane Tredder, and John Sterling, who gloried 


_ that he flew the Archbiſhop. - Siv Robert Treſilsan, the 


Chief Juſtice, was appointed to fit in Judgment againſt 
dhe Offenders, before whom above 1500 were found 
Guilty, and in ſeveral places pur'to Death , among(t 
whom was John Ball the Prieſt, their Incendiary, And 


thus ended that dangerous Rebellion, | 
17; X About 
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' Abont'the Year 1450. 29 H.6. there was another 
Inſurrection in Kent, headed by one Jack Cade, who 
ſtyled himſelf Fohnz Mortimer, Captain Mend-all. | He 
marches with a ſmall, bur well-order'd Number.to 
Black- Heath, where he lay about a Month, exerciting 
his Men, and in the mean time preſents ſeveral -Com- 
plaints ro the King and Parliament of various Grie- 
vances and owe my but they were judged too' in- 
ſolenbs, and therefore rejected. Fhe Privy Council 
ſo/licire the King to ſuppreſs this Rebellion by force 
of Arms, who thereupon draws his Army to Green- 
wich, and appointed divers Lords to affail the Rebels ; 
but the Lords could ger no Followers to fight againſt 
them, who ſoughr only for reformation - of Abules, 
and for, puniſhment. of ſuch Traytors as the Lord 
Say, the. King's Chamberlain was.” Whereupon the 
Lord Say was committed to the Tower, the King and 
Queen retire to London, from thence , within two 
days, the King (being now 15000. ſtrong ) marches 
in perſon towards Captain Mend-all, who, politickly, 
withdraws his Forces to Sevenoke-wood : Upon no. 
tice whereof, the King retireth again ro: London, bur 
the Queen, longing for diſpatch, ſends the rwo Szaf- 
fords, Sir Humphrey and William, with many Hot- 
ſpurs in the Courr, to follow the Rebels, who were 
{oon cooled ; for they found Captain Mend-all in 
good order ready to receive them, and in the firft 
Encounter flew Sir. Humphrey, and afterwards his 
NY many ethers, and pur all the reſt ro 
ighr. , 
The King's Forces being at Black-Hegth, could 
neither by Threats nor Intreaties be gotten to reſcue 
them, but rather wiſhed the Queen and her Favou- 
rites in the Szaffords Caſe, or that the Duke of '7ork 
were in England to' aid his Couſin Mortimer, (now 
firft acknowledged to be of his Kindred ) and :many 
of them ſtole azvay to the Rebels,. whoſe. Number 
| from 
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from Suſſex and Surrey daily increaſed , whom yer 
their Captain reſtrained from all ourrageous actions, 
and returned with them ro Black-Heath, where the 
King's Army lay the Night before, bur now was fallen 
down to Greenwich. | 

Then-was the Archbiſhop of Canterbury and the 
Duke of Buckzngham ſent ro expoſtulate with the 
Rebels about their Demands; to whom Jack Cade 
gave very good language, bur fail directly, That he 
would yield to no Ceſſation of Arms, unleſs the King 
in Perſon would hear the Grievances of hu Subjets, 
and pe hs Princely Word for the Reformation of 
their Wrongs. | 

This Reſolution of his being made known to'the 
King , . who had no aſſurance of his own Souldiers, 
made him march preſently to Kzllingworth Caſtle 
in Warwick-ſhire, which he fortified. Cade marches 
ro Southwark, commanding his Men to commit no 
Outrage, and not to wrong any perſon, which. they 
obey'd. 

The next morning he marches to London-bridge, 
and ſo inro the City by Londsn-ſtone, where he ſtruck 
his Sword, ſaying, Now # Mortimer Lord.of London. 
He then commands all Lombards, Merchant-Stran- 
gers, Genoeſes, Venetians, Florentines, and others, to 
ſend him 12 Harneſſes complete, 24 Brigandines , 
12 Barttle-Axes, 12 Glaves, 6 Horſes completely fur- 
niſhed with Saddles and Bridles, &c. and 1000 Marks 
ready money, or he would cur off the Heads of as ma- 
ny of them as he could catch : All which was imme- 
diately ſent him. | 

The next day he cauſes the Lord Say's Head to be 
cut off in Cheapſide, as alſo hisSon-in-laws, Sir James 
Cromer, High-Sheriff of Kent; next day he cauſes 
ſome of his 'Fellows to be Executed for ſome Difor- 
ders againſt his Proclamation, Fined Perſons at plea- 
ſ\ure, and Beheaded others. But the Cirizens finding 

| his 
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his Infolkency to increaſe intolerably, with a ſelect 
Party encounter them on the Bridge, through whom 
Cade forced his paſſage, and Fired ſeveral Houſes. In 
this Bickering ſeveral perſons were ſlain, and in a 
litrle rime the Citizens, by the aid of freſh Supplies, 
recover'd the Bridge again, and drove the Rebels be- 
yond a place, then called the ' Szoop in Southwark, 
Cade ſer all Priſoners in the Priſons there at Liberty, 
as well Felons as Debrors. But the generality of the 
Rebels grew weary, ſo that upon notice of the King's 
Proclamation, and aſſurance of Pardon, they dropr 
away to their ſeveral Habitations. Cade afterwards 
attempting to raiſe New Troubles, was ( becauſe he 
reſiſted when he was to be apprehended) kill'd by 
one Mr. Alexander Eden, a Kentiſh Gentleman, his 
Body was brought to London, where he was Quar- 
tered, and his Head ſer upon London-bridge. Of 800 
of theſe Rebels that were found Guilty, Eight only 
were Executed. 

The Story of Ev:z/-May-Day, Anno 1517. 9 H.S$. 
is ſo remarkable, that Old Men, formerly, were wont 
to reckon their Age from thar day. The occafion 
was brieſly thus. Several Artificers of Foreign Parts 
repaired to Loxrden, which diſguſted rhe multitude, 
who complained, That their Selling of Wares, and 
Exercifing of Handicrafts, impoveriſhed the King's 
own Subjects, and were born our of England, and that 
they had offered many great Inſolencies and Wrongs 
to the Engliſh, particularly one Williamſon, a Car-. 
penter of Loydon, bought rwo Pidgeons in Cheap- 
ſide, and as he was abour to pay for them, a French- 
man ſnatcht them our of his hand, ſaying, They 
were no meat for a Carpenter. This begat a Con- 
teſt, and by the French Ambaſſador's means, who 
aggravared the matter, the Carpenter was impriſon'd, 
©c. Theſe, and ſuch-like Inſolencies, provoked one 
John Lincoln. to draw them up in Form of a Bil, and 
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perſuaded Dr. Beale on Eaſter Tuefday, ar the Sprtal 
to read it openly in the Pulpit, which occafion'd rheſe 
Foreigners to be very ſeverely handled, and oftentimes 
knockt down in the ſtreets. 

At laſt, one Evening , many Prentices and others 
aſſembling, rifled ſome Strangers houſes, and much 
miſchief was likely to be done, bur by the care of the 
L ord Mayor and Aldermen, &c. many of the Rioters 
were committed ro Priſon, whereof Lincoln, and 
twelve others, were Hanged; 4oo more in their Shirts 
bound with Ropes, and Halrers abour their Necks, 
were carried tro Weſtminſter, but crying Mercy, Mercy, 
were all pardoned by the King , which Clemency gor 
him much Love. | | 

To deſcribe all the particular tumulrnous Diforders

2uly, there hapned a great Fray in Fleer-ſtreet, upon 
the Reſcue of one Caprain Bellingham, an Officer in 
the Expedition ro the Ifle of Rhee, which was at- 


tempred by ſome Srudenrs in the Temple, wherein 


ſome were hurr, and ſome carried to Priſon ; bur this 
drew together many of the Gentlemen to reſcue the 
Priſoner, who made a Barricade againſt St. Dunſdan's 
Church, and beat back the Sheriff's Officers, and re- 
leaſed their Friends ; of which the Lord Mayor be- 
ing inform'd, he and the Sheriffs, with ſome of the 
Trained-Bands, came thither to keep the Peace, and 
diſperſe the Cauſers of rhe Tumulr, who were increa- 
fed by that time to the Number of 5co, and armed 
with Swords and Piſtols. The Lord Mayor made 


Proclamation, Thar on pain of Rebellion they ſhould 
diſſolve themſelves, but prevail'd not. He then rry'd

at them Charged with Powder onely ; bur the Genrle- 
men provoked at this, ſhot Bullets, and very furiouſly 
attacked the Trained-Bands, killed five outrighr, and 
wounded near One hundred ; yer the City- Souldiers 
were ſo re-inforced, that in the end the Genrlemen 
were {ubdued, and one Aſphurſt and Stamford, two 
Captains, with ſome others, were taken and commit- 
ted. The King was much offended ar the Uproarz 
and immediately ſent for the Lord Ehief Juſtice, by 
whoſe advice a ſpecial Commiſſion of Oyer. and Ter- 
miner was ifſued out, and abour a Fortnight after the 
MalefaCtors were Arraigned at the Guildhall of Lon- 
don, and Aſdburſt and Stamford being found guilry of 
Murther, were Condemned and Executed at Tyburn:. 
Much more may be ſaid of theſe Tumults, but for 
thie ſake of Brevity it is omitred. 


In the Relation of -FIRES we ſhall only give a brief 
Me 
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In the time of King H.1. All rhe Buildings from 
Cheapfide to Aldgate, which was a large Tract, was 
conſumed by a dreadfull Fire. Some of the Fires on 
London-Bridge we have already mentioned. — In the 
Year 1212, on the roth of July, at nighr, there hap- 
ning a great Fire in Southwark, a great Multitude of 
People going over the Bridge to ſee it, or help to 
queneh ir ; on a ſudden, by the blowing of the South- 
Wind, the North part of the Bridge was ſet on fire, 
upon which the People on the Bridge would have 
returned, bur couid not; and jr hapned that while 
they lingred roo long, the Sourh-end of the Bridge 
took fire alſo, ſo that the People, thronging between 
the two Fires , expected nothing but preſent Death. 
Then there came to aid them ſeveral Ships and Veſ- 
ſels, into which the Multitude ſo unadviſedly ruſhed, 
that the Veſſels were thereby ſank, or were overſet; 
{o that by Fire and Warer, there periſhed above 3000 
perſons. 
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perſons. In the Year 1633, about Midnight, a third 
part of the Houſes on the Bridge were conſumed by 
a great Fire, to the Number of 42 Houſes, with a 
great part of the Wares, Goods, and rich. Furniture 
in them, before eight a Clock next Morning, and tie 
Fire remained glowing and burning for a Week af- 
ter in their Vaults and Cellars. Many Fires the:e 
were that damaged Sr. Paul's-Church. In the Con- 
querour's time, Anno 1037, it was quite conſumed, 
together with the greateft parr of the Ciry.—— This 
Fire is Recorded to begin ar the Entry of the We/- 
Late, and conſumed the Eaſt-gate. 

June the 4th, 1561, berween three and four in the 
Afternoon, the great Spire of the Steeple of St. Paul's 
was fired by Lightning, which broke forth rwo or 
three yards beneath the foot of the Croſs, and from 
thence ir burnt downward, fo that in four hours the 
Steeple, with all the Roof of the Church, was de- 
ſt:zzzed, To repair which, Queen Elizabeth inume- 
_ Ciately gave 1000 Marks, 'and a Warrant for 1000 
Loads of Timber to be taken our of her Woods, or 
elſewhere, Cc, | 
_ In the 27 E. 1. The Palace at Weſtminſter and the 
Monaſtery adjoyning were conſumed with fire. Ir 
would be endleſs to give a particular account of all 
the Fires by which this famous Ciry ſuffered from 
time to time, eſpecially of. late years, which being ſo 
freſh in Memory, and fo fully ſer forth in Narratives, 
I ſhall at preſent forbear to tranſcribe ; as the Fires at 
Wapping, Limehouſe, Shadwell, the Temple, the great 
Fire in Southwark, the former great Fire that conſu- 
med ſeveral 400 Houſes in rhe ſaid Borough, bur are 
now very gallantly Re-builr, &s. And for an Inſtance 
of all, we will give a brief and particular account of 
that Dreadfull FIRE in Anno 1666, which laid the 
City in' Afkes, and did (almoſt) incredible miſchiet. 


The 
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The City of LONDON within the Walls is ſeared 
upon about 460 Acres of Ground, whereon was built 
abour 15000 Horſes, the Fire deſtroyed 373 Acres 
within the Walls of the City, and 63 Acres 3 Roods 
without rhe Walls; There were bornt 13200 Houſes, 
87 Pariſh-Churches, 6 Chappels, moſt of the princi- 
pal publick Edific-s, as the great Cathedral, the great 
Guild-Hall, the Reyal Exchange, the Cuſtom- Houſe, 
moſt of the ſtately Halls of Companies, whereof the 
whole Damage is (almoſt) incredible. 

It was obſerved, as Judicious Stationers computed, 
that in that one Commodity of Books was loſt 150000 |}. 
and the loſs in other cumberſome Goods, as Wines, 
Tobacco, Sugars, Plumbs, &c. was extraordinary, inſo- 


much that one Pcrſon, Alderman Fefferzes, loſt of To. 


bacco to the value of 20000 /. | 

It hath been computed by an Ingenious perſon, 
thar the 13200 Houſes burnt, valued one with another 
at no more than 25 /. yeatly Renr, and at the fow 
rate of 12 years purchaſe, will amount ro 3900000 {, 
Sterling. The $7 Churches, the ſpacious Cathedral 
of St. Paul's, the 6 Chappels, the Exchange, Cuſtom- 
Houſe, Guild-Hall, the Magnificent Halls of Compa. 
nies, the ſeveral principal City-Gares, with other 
publick Edifices and Colledges, may be well valued a. 
bove 2000000], The Wares Houſhold Goods, Mo- 


'neys loſt, and ſpoiled by rhe Fire, or pilfered away by 


thoſe wicked Wretches that made their gain* of the 
Common Calamity, may modeſtly be computetl above 
2000000], The Money ſpent in a General removing 
of Goods, during the Fire, and bringing them back af- 
terwards, in the hire of Boats, Carts, and Porters, may 
be reckoned ar leaſt 2000000 /. the Total whereof 
990cooo l.

This Dreadfnll FIRE began-upon the Second of 
September, at Two of the Clock in the Morning ( be-

But Renowned LONDON, notwithſtanding thoſe 
vaſt Lofſes, and rhe Devouring- Plague the Year before, 
and the chargeable War we had then againſt rhree 
powerfull Neighbour- Nations, lay nor long in Rubbith, 
but began, Phwnrix-like, to revive out of the Aſhes of 
its conſumed Predeceffor. 

This diſmal Calamity gave His late Majeſty, King 
Charles the Second, a ſad opportunity of exerciſing his 
Compatiion and Care rowards many diſtreſſed Families, 
who lay in the open Fields. His Majeſty therefore 
iſlued Proclamations to Juſtices of the Peace for _ 
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fing Proviſions to be ſent into the Markets, and order- 
ed his Sea-ſtore to be opened for a preſent ſupply of 
Bread in Ship-Bisker. ©c. 

The King paſſed an Act of Parliament for eſtabliſh- 
ng a judicature, to rake Cogr.izance of, and Deter- 
mie all Differences thar might ariſe among parties 
concerning burnt or demolithed Houſes. And by act 
of Parliament there was a New-Model of Building ap- 
pointed, which may be worth the Reader's peruſal ; 
It was paſt, Ano 1666. 19 Car. 2. See Keble's Sca- 
tutes at large, p. 1527, tO 1335. but tis too large to 


' be tranſcribed. 


Purſuant to this Act, the Citizens betook them- 
ſelves chearfully ro Re-bui1d, and in four years rime 
they erected Þ the ſame Streets 100co Houſes, and 
laid out for the ſame 3000000 of pounds Szerl. count. 
Ing bur 3co /. a Houſe, one with another, beſides ſe- 
veral arge Hoſpitals, divers very ſtately Halls, 19 fair 
ſolid Stone Churches, that did colt above 1c090o /, 
were all at the ſame time erecting, and ſoon after 
finiſhed ; And fince that time they have gone on 
Chearfully ro Re-build, ſo thar there is hardly a vacant 
place in the City ; except ſuch as are deſigned for 0- 
ther uſes than Dwelling- Houſes. 

And as if the Fire had only purged the City, the 
Buildings are become infinitely more Beaurifull, more 
Commodious, and more Solid ( the three main Ver- 
rves of all Edifices ) than before ; Nay, as if the Citi- 
zens had not been any way impoveriſhed, bur rather 
enrichr by rhat huge Conflagrarion, they may be ſaid 
to be even rather exceflive than otherwiſe in their Ex- 
pences upon the ſtately Iralian Faciata's or Fronts of 
their New Houſes, Churches, and Halls, many of ex- 
cellent Portland ſhone. upon their richly adorn'd Shops, 
Chambers, Balconies, Signs, Portals, &c. The publick 
Hatls which are ſo magnificent and richly adorn'd, 
with excellent and curious Architecture, Carved Work 


im Srone and Wood, with Pictures and Wainſcor, not

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only of Fizr and Oak, bnrt ſome with ſweet-ſmelling 
Cedar._— The Churches beaurifted with excellent va- 
rious Towers, and Fronts of true Roman Architecture. 
They have made their Streets much more large and. 
ftreighr, paved on each fide with ſmooth. hewen- ſtone, 
and guarded the ſame with many Mafly Pofts for the 
benefir of Foot- Paſſengers; and Whereas before they. 
dwelt in low, dark Wooden Houſes, they now live in 
lofty , lightſome, uniform, and very ſtately Brick- 
buildings. — A great number. of the Halls, ftarely 
Taverns, and magnificent Houſes of Merchants and 0- 
ther Wealthy Cirizens, being fir to ceceive the greateſt 
Monarch in Exarope, with a brave Train, at an Enter» 
rainment. | | 

Abundance of theſe are built backwards, for the 
advantage of Trade and Shop-keepers which are to- 
wards the Street , Whereas if they were ( as is uſual 
in [:zaly and elſewhere) built rowards the great and 
principabStreets, no City in rhe whole World could go 
beyond it for Beauty and Magnificence. 

Near the Bridge of London, where this Dreadfull 
Fire began, is now erected ( as was ordered by: Act 
of Parliament) a Pillar in perpetual Memory of that 
great Incendium. It is of the Dorick Order, 175 Foot 
high from the Superficies of the Ground, and 15 Foot 
Dramerer, all of ſolid Port/and:flone, with a fair Srair- 
caſe in the middle, of black Marble, and a large Iron 
Balcony at the top, —from whence n Man may have a 
gallant proſpect ' of all the City and Country, this is 
commonly calted rhe MONUMENT, the Pedeſtal is 
likewiſe all of Porz/and-ſtone, and is 21 Foot ſquare, 
and go'Foot high, Carved with 'moft exquifite-and fig= 
nificant Reſemblances, or Figures to the Streer-ſide; 
and on the orher fides it bears theſe Inſcriptions, Cary'd

England , eſpecially in London, ſparing neither rich 


; Nor poor, for even in the King's Court the Lord Gray 


of W;1ton, and the Lord Clinton, and many Knights, 
Gentlemen and Officers, died of ir. The like Sweating- 
ſickneſs hapned in the 2oth year of his Reign, which 
began iff London, .and afterwards ſpread it ſelf into a!l 
parts of the Kingdom, ſo that the Term and the Ali - 
zZes were adjourned. 

In the 20 E. 3. ( as Baker ſays, p. 131.) there died 
in London of a Plague 57374 perſons. In the 4th 
of Queen Mary, hot burning Agues and other ſtrange 
Diſeaſes, took away much People; So as between 
the 2oth of Ofober and the laſt of December, there 
died ſeven Aldermen of London, namely, Henry Heard- 
fon, Sis. Richard Dobs, Sir William Laxton, Sir Henry 
Hobblethorn, Sir John Champney, Sir Fohn Ayleph, 
and Sir Jo»þn Greſham, of which. ſome were Lord 
Mayors, &c. I find that in the 8th of Queen E!;7a- 
beth there died in ten Mcenths ſeven Aldermen of Lon-- 
don, viz.

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In rhe: beginning of May, the Bill of Mortality 
mentions nine that died of the Plague, and decreaſed 
the next Week to three, then increaſed to fourteen , 
next to ſeventeen, nexr to forty-three, and-then great 
Perſons began to retire into the Country, In June 
the Bill increaſes to 112, next 168, next 267, next 
470, then do many Tradeſmen go into rhe: Coun- 
try: and many Minifters take oczafion to abſent 
themſelves from their Charge. In July the Bill riſes 
to 725, then to 1089, next to 1843, next to 2010. 
Now moſt Pariſhes are infected, a va& number of 
Houſes ſhur up, no Trade ar all, and the number of 
dying perſons ſtill increafing, although ſo many thou- 
ſands left the City. In Augrft the Bill riſes ro 2817, 
next 3880, next 4237, and then 6102, all which died 
of the Plague, beſides other Diſeaſes —Now there 
1s a diſmal ſolitude in London: ſtreets, every day looks 
with the face of a Sabbath, obſerved with greater ſo- 
lemniry than ir uſed to be in the City, Shops are ſhur 
Up, very few walk about, ſo thar Graſs-begins to 
ſpring in ſome places. A deep Silence every-where, 
no ratling- of Coaches, &c. no calling in Cuſtomers, 
no London Cries, no noiſe bur Dying Groans and Fu- 
neral Knells, (fc. 

In September the Bill riſes to. 6958, the next falls 
to 6544, bur then riſes again to.7165, which was the 
greateſt Bill. There were - bur four Pariſhes that 
were not infected, and in them- few tarried. The 
next- Bill falls to 5538, then to 4929, then tro 4327, 
then to 2665, then to 1421, then to 1031,——Firit 
Week in November it riſes to 1414 but falls to 1050, 
then ro 652, then to-333, and fo lefſened more and 
more to the end of the year, when we had a Bill of 
97306, which died of all Diſeaſes, which was 79000 
more than the year before, and the number of them 
which died of the Plague was reckoned to be 68596 
thar year; but others iay that there died of that fatal

then truly enough calld,) and People, to- this day, 
keep things bought there, in perpetual remembrance 
thereof. .
